As promised, Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke has formed a 
committee to talk about 
local health care. 

And what he hopes to 
accomplish in the short time 
left for consultation is a 
vision of health care in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake that is 
better than what we already 

Dr. Kevin Smith, appoint¬ 
ed supervisor of the Niagara 
Health System, has given a 
deadline of June 15 for feed¬ 
back on the report he plans 
to present to the province. 

One of the recommenda¬ 
tions in the report is the 
closure of the NOTL 
Hospital, and relocation of 
the family health team's 
doctors offices, the nurse 
practitioner and walk-in 
clinic to somewhere with 
less overhead.

No point in fighting recommendation for hospital closure

Dr. David Reimer, one 
of the doctors in the down¬ 
town offices of the family 
health team, has been 
appointed to the Lord 
Mayor's committee. 

The doctors have sev¬ 
eral questions for Dr. 
Smith, one of which is the 
time-frame for the nurse 
practitioners and doctors 
moving out, he says. 

There was also no men¬ 
tion in his report about 
plans for X-ray, lab, ultra¬ 
sound and community 
physiotherapy depart¬ 
ments that are currently 
located in the hospital. 

He also has concerns 
about support from the 
NHS for palliative patients 
who now occupy some of 
the beds at the hospital, 
and transportation for 


their elderly spouses. 

"We have started throw¬ 
ing around ideas" for the 
relocation of the four doc¬ 
tors at the hospital, the 
nurse practitioner posi¬ 
tion and the Family Health 
Team as a group, he says, 
but are a long way from 
making any decisions. 

Meeting as part of the 
Town review committee 
will hopefully be helpful 
for both issues—that of 
palliative care beds and 
the relocation of the doc¬ 
tors' offices. 

Maria Bau-Coote, a 
town councillor and the 
executive director of the 
family health team, has 
also been named to the 
Town committee. 

She expects to discuss 
possible uses for the hos¬ 
pital building—if indeed it 
can be sold, which has to 
be clarified, since owner¬ 


ship is unclear. The federal 
government owns the land 
and has leased it to the 
hospital since the early 
50's, but nobody is sure 
who owns the building. 

There has been some 
discussion already regard¬ 
ing private long-term or 
palliative care beds, and 
hopefully some of the 
business people on the 
committee will be able to 
add their expertise about 
the condition of the build¬ 
ing, what would be 
required to update it and 
how much it would cost to 
run it, she says. 

Also, the impact of the 
closure of the beds on the 
community will be dis¬ 
cussed, as will a favour¬ 
able location for the doc¬ 
tors' offices, likely plan¬ 
ning for all the doctors and 
health care providers in 
the family health team 


under one roof, says Bau- 
Coote. 

"We're trying to be sup¬ 
portive of his recommen¬ 
dations and to see how we 
can make them work for 
the benefit of the commu¬ 
nity. It doesn't look like 
fighting them will do us 
much good." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
agrees that the committee 
has to work with Dr. Smith, 
rather than battling his 
recommendations. 

"I feel very strongly that 
what comes out of this will 
be positive for the com¬ 
munity. We have a good 
solid team to do a quick 
analysis and come up with 
some options. I don't like 
to see the hospital close 
but I'm hoping we can 
come up with something 
even better than what we 
have today." 

In addition to Eke, Bau- 


Coot and Dr. Reimer, the 
town's chief executive offi¬ 
cer Mike Galloway, Dr. 
KarenBerti, Benny Marotta 
of Solmar Development 


and Rainer Hummel of 
Hummel Properties have 
been appointed to the 
committee, which will 
meet this week.

That means a bus will 
travel from the parking lot 
at Fort George to the Court 
House to the community 
centre and back every half 

“Anyone wanting to go 
outside of the Old Town 
and to Virgil, or make their 
way to Niagara College can 
catch a transfer point at the 
community centre,” says 
Bottomley. Bus stops remain 
the same as during the off¬ 
season. 

The transit service is see¬ 
ing about 17 riders a day, 
but that number will only 
increase with time, he says. 

"NOTL has so much to 
offer," says Bottomley, 


because the bus service 
travels past a number of 
attractions including winer¬ 
ies, orchards, shops, restau¬ 
rants, and the Shaw 
Festival. 

"For just a $3 fare, it's 
worth it just to try the sys- 

Bottomley adds that 
Niagara Classic Transport 
—the company that runs 
the bus service—is receiv¬ 
ing calls from those who 
want to try it from outside 
NOTL. 

For example, he says, a 
St. Catharines woman 
phoned to ask how to access 
the service so she can view a 
matinee performance of the 
Shaw Festival. 

"The service is a great 
way for other people to con¬ 
nect to the town and it also 
provides an opportunity for

"We're already seeing 
increased ridership and 
we're seeing some Niagara 
College students use the 
service. The ridership is 
there and the demand is 
there, but it's important to 
pass along comments."

This is a week for the 
Shaw Festival to celebrate, as 
it begins its 51st season.

This week marks the 
beginning of the season that 
Shaw Festival artistic direc¬ 
tor Jackie Maxwell is calling

50 years. 

"We're putting on five 
wonderful plays, and we're 
in great form. I'm ready for a 
celebration—I think we all 

Maxwell went into this 
season with some extra 
weight on her shoulders— 
despite critical acclaim last 
year, the whopping success 
of My Fair Lady, a jump in 
attendance of nine per cent 
and a 12 per cent increase in 
fundraising revenues, the 
season ended in the red, 
compounding the previous 
year's deficit. 

Add to the financial strain 
the fact that executive direc¬ 
tor Colleen Blake retired and 
hasn't been replaced yet, 
and Maxwell has a heavy 
load to bear this season. 

But although it's impos¬ 
sible to shut out financial 
concerns, this is the week to 
banish them to the back 
burner and concentrate on 
making this the best week of 


openings yet, beginning 
tonight with Noel Coward's 
Present Laughter and build¬ 
ing to the much-anticipated 
musical Ragtime Saturday 
evening. 

Favourable audience 
reactions to the previews 
should be confidence-build¬ 
ing—the powerful musical 
has been receiving "hugely 
entusiastic" responses with 
cheering and standing ova¬ 
tions, says Maxwell. 

"I am thrilled to be direct¬ 
ing this fascinating musical," 
she says in the 2012 playbill. 

"The world has shifted so 
drastically since it was writ¬ 
ten 16 years ago, we can 
already look at its compel¬ 
ling stories with a fresh per¬ 
spective, exploring a whole 
new set of resonances.

Learn about 
Iranian 
persecution 
of Baha'is 

The public is invited to a 
showing of the film 
“Education Under Fire” on 
Tuesday, May 29th at 7 p.m. 
in the Simpson Room at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Community Centre. 

The film is co-sponsored 
by the NOTL Amnesty 
International branch (Group 
137) and by the local Baha’i 
community. 

Elise Auerbach, the Iran 
Specialist for Amnesty 
International, has called this 
film “One of the most power¬ 
ful documentaries I have ever 
seen...sure to galvanize view¬ 
ers...exposed to an outrage 


that until now has occasioned 
little attention - the systemic 
denial of an entire religious 
community to pursue...edu¬ 
cation in their own country.” 

Much of the world is famil¬ 
iar with the tactics employed 
by the government of Iran 
against its own citizens and 
those of other countries. 
These include public execu¬ 
tions, shootings and acid 
attacks against exiles in 
Europe, mass arrests, deten¬ 
tions on trumped-up charges 
or with no charges at all, and 
the use of torture. 

Not only political oppo¬ 
nents are being targeted, but 
those belonging to various 
religious minorities as well, 
particularly the Baha’i com¬ 
munity, Iran’s largest reli¬ 
gious minority. 

The government’s mea¬ 
sures are practically a ‘how-to 
manual’ on the destruction of 
a community - everything 
from denial of work, property 
rights, professional accredita¬ 


tion, ration cards, pensions, 
the right to testify in court 
and even the right to an edu- 

“Education Under Fire” 
describes the decades-long 
policy of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment to deny Bahai's the right 
to attend any institution of 
higher learning. 

The Baha’is community 
responded by establishing its 
own Institute of Higher 
Learning to provide young 
Bahdi's a chance for higher 
education, which for Baha’is 
is a fundamental principle of 
their faith. 

The Baha'i Institute for 
Higher Education (BIHE) was 
formed in 1987 with classes 
being held in private homes 
and staffed by Bahd’f teachers 
who had been fired from their 
jobs. Textbooks were some¬ 
times copied by hand. In spite 
of the difficulties, BIHE pro¬ 
duced about 2,000 graduates, 
some going on to postgradu¬ 
ate studies abroad at one of 


the 60 universities recogniz¬ 
ing BIHE coursework. 

The relative success of 
BIHE could not be tolerated 
by the Iranian government, 
which hopes to eradicate the 
Baha’i community from the 
country. In 2011 nation-wide 
raids were conducted, stu¬ 
dents detained, teachers 
arrested, and computers, 
books and laboratory equip¬ 
ment confiscated or 
destroyed. 

BIHE was declared illegal, 
and professors and adminis¬ 
trators were charged with 
involvement in an illegal 
group intending to commit 
crimes against national secu¬ 
rity. The subsequent prison 
sentences imposed add up 
decades. 

Touba and Nemat 
Agahzadeh, Iranian Bahd'f 
refugees residing in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, have first hand 
knowledge of the persecu¬ 
tions carried out by Iranian 
authorities. After fleeing Iran 


and settling in this commu¬ 
nity, they were able to edu¬ 
cate their children in peace, 
and no longer fear daily 
harassment and having their 
home invaded by govern¬ 
ment authorities or armed 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment setded over 4,000 
Iranian Baha’i refugees in 
communities across Canada 
since the revolution began in 
1979, including Fort Erie, 
Welland, Niagara-on the 
Lake, Niagara Falls, Thorold, 
St Catharines and Grimsby in 
the Niagara region. 

The NOTL branch of 
Amnesty International, 
whose chair is Will Wilson, 
has had an ongoing concern 
with various Iranian prison¬ 
ers of conscience over many 
years, and has continuously 
worked on their behalf. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu 
wrote an open letter against 
what he called “Iran's war 
against education." Canada’s 


General Romeo Dallaire 
wrote in The Ottawa Citizen 
that what alarms him most is 
"the feet that this state repres¬ 
sion is being fueled by a 
vicious propaganda war - 
itself orchestrated by state- 
controlled media - designed 
to vilify the BaM'fs. While it’s 
impossible to know what lies 
in store for the Baha’is, we 
know they have no rights in 
Iran. We cannot claim igno¬ 
rance,” he wrote, “nor aban¬ 
don them to a catastrophic 
fate.” 

The film “Education 
Under Fire” is n a cinematic 
spotlight focusing world 
attention on the Iranian gov¬ 
ernment, and hopefully 
informing and moving “a 
diverse audience around the 
world."

Province 
should turn 
hydro planning 
over to an 
independent 
agency 


The recent news of the 
provincial government's con¬ 
sideration of unilaterally forc¬ 
ing the amalgamation of local 
electrical distribution com¬ 
panies should create concern, 
if not alarm, amongst those 
who own the majority of these 

companies.the citizens of 

those communities. 

The false premise under 
which the forced amalgama¬ 
tion was being considered 
was that fewer and larger 
electrical distribution com¬ 
panies would result in more 


efficient electrical utilities 
and therefore a savings to the 
customer. 

The statistics which are 
readily available to the gov¬ 
ernment, from the Ontario 
Energy Board, do not bear 
this out. Using the only num¬ 
ber that really counts, what a 
residential customer is billed 
per month by a local utility 
for a specific amount of elec¬ 
trical supply, the six most effi¬ 
cient utilities—those with the 
lowest monthly bills—are: 

Ottawa River Power 
Corporation, Hydro 
Hawksbury, PUC Distribution 
Inc., Kashechewan Power 
Corporation, Fort Francis 
Power Corporation, and 
Cambridge and North 
Dumfries Hydro Inc. 

The larger utilities such as 
Toronto Hydro are rated 69th 
and HydroOne Networks are 
over 80th. HydroOne will say 
that is because they supply ail 
of the large rural areas. 

But, they receive rural rate 
subsidy from most other utili¬ 


ties' customers and their rates 
in abutting areas they service, 
such as Thorold and Fonthiil 
in the Niagara Region are also 
significantly higher than their 
neighbours. 

In the case of our commu¬ 
nity, Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
NOTL Hydro has approxi¬ 
mately 8,000 customers and 
is rated 23rd on the pricing 
comparator, having lower 
rates than all of other electri¬ 
cal utilities in the Niagara 
Region including some that 
are 30 times our size. 

And, of equal importance, 
our infrastructure is well 
maintained and we continu¬ 
ally invest to improve it and 
serve our community, as do 
many of the smaller and mid¬ 
size utilities. 

It should be our commu¬ 
nity's decision, as it is our 
money, whether or not we 
amalgamate or sell based on 
our assessment of how well it 
serves our customers, who 

of our utility. 


Bigger is not necessarily 
better. 

It is time that the provin¬ 
cial government, whomever 
is in power, stayed out of the 
electrical sector and allowed 
a qualified, independent 
agency to plan both long and 
short term within the strate¬ 
gic objectives set out for 
Ontario and keeping the cus¬ 
tomer at the forefront of plan¬ 
ning. 

These are some examples

• The decision to create a 
new body, the Ontario Power 
Authority to help guide stra¬ 
tegic planning and conserva¬ 
tion. The annual administra¬ 
tive cost of this entity is over 
$69,000,000 and its annual 
spending is over 
$1,400,000,000. Everything 
that it does, if it were required, 
could be handled within 
other existing bodies who 
have large and skilled pools 
of staff. 

•The decision to move to 
time-of-use pricing with a 
mandate that all customer 
information must be passed 
to a central repository in the 
Toronto area before being 
sent back to the utility for bill¬ 
ing even though there is no 
need for central collecting 


and the local utility can more 
easily service the customer. 
The cost of this service is 
$0.81 per bill, more than it 
cost the utility to manually 
read meters. The latest costs 
of operation and recovery of 
capital are estimated at 
$275,000,000 between now 
and 2017. 

The point is that if our

Sunday, May 27, he'll be at 
the annual Bike Rodeo for 
farm workers sponsored by 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Community Policing 


Committee, with work sta¬ 
tions, bike parts and a team of 
knowledgeable volunteers 
willing to spend the afternoon 
repairing bikes, as they did 
last year. 

He got his start a few years 
ago, he says, when he saw a 
young fellow outside the sup¬ 


port office fixing bikes for 
Mexican workers. He watched 
what was happening from his 
garage, and crossed the street 
to investigate.

Newcomers vote 
to keep men

An issue that has been 
percolating among women 
of the local Newcomers Club 
has reached its boiling point, 
with the result that some will 
not renew their member¬ 
ships and are forming their 
own group. 


The issue that is causing 
the split is men—it's always 
been a women-only group, 
but some members were 
ready to invite men to join. 

Carol Grant, the current 
president of the club of about 
300 members, says the first 
step was to hold a survey to 
determine the level of inter¬ 
est in including men, and the 
results were inconclusive- 
while the majority said no to 
changing the structure of the 
membership, some of those 
went on to support other 
options, such as offering an 
associate membership. 

The executive decided to 
go ahead with a vote at last 
week's annual general meet¬ 
ing, and after some heated

discussions and strong opin¬ 
ions presented, a majority of 
114 to 45 voted to continue to 
restrict the membership to 
women. 

While many clubs across 
the country limit member¬ 
ship to two years, the NOTL 
group has members who 
joined more than a decade 
ago. 

They have formed about 
30 interest groups, and some 
of those welcome men, such 
as the wine-tasting evenings 
and dinners out. But the men 
are invited guests at those 
social events, and the major¬ 
ity of the groups are for 
women only, as is the mem¬ 
bership-men have no ability 
to organize their own interest 
groups within the framework 
of the club. 

That, says Grant, is the 
crux of the two opposing 
opinions. 

The main purpose of the 
club is to provide a mecha¬ 
nism for people who move to 
town to create new friend¬ 
ships and become engaged 
in the community, she said. 
Those who want to restrict 
the membership to women 
only feel men can do that on

their own—that they have 
their own mechanisms that 
fulfill those purposes. 

Carol Morley, a past presi¬ 
dent of the club, is one mem¬ 
ber who spoke strongly 
against allowing men to join. 

"These women joined a 
women's club and then 
decided they wanted to 
change it and let men in. 
How many places are there 


where women can go and 
hang out and chit chat about 
anything they want? Many of 
the women feel with the pres¬ 
ence of men the atmosphere 
changes, and the conversa¬ 
tion takes a whole different 
direction.'' 

As members, the men 
would be entitled to join any 
of the interest groups, not 
just the ones they are invited 


to as guests, she said. 

"Most women are happy 
just to leave things the way 
they are." 

Others believe men would 
benefit from having a frame¬ 
work for meeting others and 
developing friendships, and 
that the Newcomers Club 
should have given them that 
opportunity.

Residents across the 
region were invited to drop 
off any of their expired or 
unused medications at vari- 


partnershipwiththeNiagara 
Regional Police, the Ontario 
Provincial Police and Public 
Safety Canada. 

The goal of the program 
was to safely dispose of 
unused or unfinished medi¬ 


cations, to limit the possibil¬ 
ity of misusing these medi¬ 
cations and diverting a a 
large amount of drugs from 
the landfill sites and water- 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
residents were able to dis¬ 
pose of their unwanted 
medications at the commu¬ 


nity centre. 

About a hand-full of nar¬ 
cotics and a box full of pre¬ 
scriptions and over-the- 
counter drugs was dropped 
off at the community centre 
during the event 

Across the region, about 
400 kilograms of medica¬ 
tions, including over 16,800 


narcotic pills, were turned 
over for destruction. 

In addition to collecting 
the medications, members 
of Niagara Region Public 
Health and NRP shared 
information about commu¬ 
nity programs and raised 
awareness of the dangers of 
leaving prescription drugs 


in medicine cabinets where 
it can get into the wrong 
hands, especially young 
people who might take 
them to sell or use them- 

Anyone who still has left¬ 
over medication can safely 
dispose of it by taking it to a 
local pharmacy.

When purchasing a new 
computer, a cell phone or 
other electronics people often 
toss the old equipment in the 
basement where it’s left to sit 
and collect dust. 

“Everyone is guilty of doing 
it, and so am I,” says Dave 
Wakeling. 

The manager of Renewed 
ComputerTechnology(RCT)is 
inviting everyone to drop off 
their old electronics for reuse 


and recycling free of charge 
during the RCT E-Round Up 
Event Saturday, May 26 from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

RCT is a non-profit organi¬ 
zation that works to extend 
the life of technology for stu¬ 
dents, educators and other 
not-for-profit organizations. 

RCT centres across 
Ontario will be hosting 
E-Round Ups as a way to 
divert toxic elements from 
landfills, saving on green¬ 
house gases and preserving 
natural resources, says 


Wakeling. 

The organization is always 
looking for donations of old 
computers, but the electronic 
recycling blitz is also a good 
way to gain the public’s atten- 

Items that will be accepted 
include computer monitors, 
TVs and radios, laptops, scan¬ 
ners, modems, typewriters 
and cell phones. 


There are a few things that 
cannot be accepted, includ¬ 
ing loose batteries and bat¬ 
tery packs. 

The organization reuses 
as much of the equipment as 
possible by refurbishingit and 
donating them to those peo¬ 
ple in need —schools, chari¬ 


ties, libraries and low income 
learners. 

Wakeling says often, when 
people replace their old 
equipment, it’s still fully func¬ 
tional and can be re-used. 

But if they wait too long to 
get rid of their old electronics, 
over time some of the com¬ 
puter technology becomes 
out-of-date. 

Whatever items can’t be 


reused are recycled through

The weather couldn't 
have been better and there 
was lots of great entertain¬ 
ment to bring out the 
crowds. 

Dave Dick, president of 
the Virgil Business 
Association which organizes

Take those unwanted 
scrap tires that have been 
sitting in the yard or in the 
garage and use them to 
help make dreams come 
true for children battling a 
life-threatening illness. 

Once again, Caughill 
Auto Wrecking is partici¬ 
pating in the annual scrap- 
tire take-back to benefit the 
Sunshine Foundation, the 
Canadian charity fulfilling 
dreams for children suffer¬ 
ing from life-threatening 
illnesses or severe physical 
disabilities. 

The tire collection pro¬ 
gram is designed as a two- 
day event, but because of 
its rural location, Caughill 
will extend it to a week, next 
Monday to Friday. 

The tire recycling blitz is 
organized by the Ontario 
Tire Stewardship and the 
Ontario Automotive 
Recyclers Association, of 
which Caughill's Wally 
Dingman is president. 

Once again this year, the 
provincial target is to raise 
$ 100 , 000 . 

There is no cost to the 
consumer for dropping off 
tires, but the auto wrecker, 
paid 88 cents for each tire 
collected, will donate that 
amount to the Sunshine 
Foundation. The OARA will 


match that, plus Liberty 
Tire Recycling Canada, 
which reclaims the used 
tires and turns them into 
raw material for sustainable 
products, will donate 25 
cents per tire, bringing the 
total to almost $2, says 
Dingman. 

In addition to helping a 
great charity, it means that 
each tire collected can be 
reused and recycled into 
new, green products or dis¬ 
posed of in an environmen¬ 
tally responsible way, rath¬ 
er than illegally dumped. 

Tires can be used to cre¬ 
ate roofing material, rubber 
mats, playground products, 
hockey rinks and automo¬ 
tive parts. 

And new this year, the 
yard in Ontario that raises 
the largest number of tires 
will win $15,000 to put 
toward a special project. 

“We chose Crossroads,” 
says Dingman, adding that 
if Caughill wins the money 
it will go a long way toward 
helping the school finish its 
playground. 

In celebration of Caughill 
Automotive’s 65th anniver¬ 
sary, a barbecue is being 
planned for Saturday, June 
2 . 

Tires can be dropped off 
at Caughill's, 256 East and 
West Line, until June 2 from 
9 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. Monday 
to Friday and Saturday from 
9 a.m. until 2 p.m.

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Inniskillin Winery name has historic relevance to War of 1812, says founder 


> Name of farm,

Over the years, people 
have asked me where the 
name “Inniskillin” came 

When Karl Kaiser and I 
had the idea to start a winery 
almost 40 years ago it was 
General George Kitching, 
the Chairman of the LCBO 
at the time and the man who 
gave us the first winery 
license in Canada since 1929, 
who said: “What are you 
going to call this winery of 
yours?” 

“Cantina Ziraldo?” Too 
Italian. “Schloss Kaiser?” 
Too Austrian. 

General Kitching direct¬ 
ed us to look locally. It 
dawned on me that the fruit 
packing shed where we had 
started making wine was 
adjacent to my farm called 
“Inniskillin.” The name reso¬ 
nated with General Kitching 
who had served in the British 
army: “That is a renowned 
and prestigious regiment in 
the British Armed forces. I 
like it!” 

I always enjoy telling the 
story of the origin behind 
the name Inniskillin. 
However, there appears to 
be several versions to the 

One is from the Sprague 
family who owned the prop¬ 
erty in the ’30s. 

A letter from John 
Sprague states: “On the 
morning of October 13th 
General Sir Issac Brock was 
awakened with the news that 
the American bombardment 
of Queenston had begun. 
Brock immediately dis¬ 
patched couriers to summon 
the nearest artillery. The first 
to arrive was a battery of the 
Irish Inniskilling Dragoons. 
Brock then led the troops to 
the defense of Queenston. 
But before the end of the 
day he would be killed. In 
1939 my father unearthed a 
crusty rusted cannon ball 
which may be seen to this 
day in the NOTL Historical 
Museum. Being curios of 
nature and a compulsive his¬ 
torian, he was determined to 
find how the cannon ball 
wound up in his fruit cellar. 


And that is how the fruit 
farm became named 
Inniskillin.” 

The other story and the 
one that appears in my book. 
Anatomy of a Winery, is the 
following: 

“The name Inniskillin 
was taken from the farm at 
the time we established 
Inniskillin in 1974. 

Colonel Cooper, 
Regimental Commander of 
the Inniskilling regiment, 
served in North America 
during the War of 1812, and 
was granted crown land on 
completion of his military 
service. Part of this land was 
the site of the original 
Inniskillin winery. The old 
bam was used as the winery 
from its establishment in 
1974 until the 1977 harvest. 
In later years the town's 
(town name is spelled 
Enniskillen") fame derived 
mainly from the Royal 


Dragoons, under Sergeant 
William Sannford, were sent 
to America during the latter 
part of the War of 1812 to 
serve General Ross, British 
Army commander of the 
Chesapeake Campaign. 

When Napoleon left his 


first exile on Elba and recre¬ 
ated his army in the famous 
landing from southern 
France to Paris, the British 
post-war demobilization had 
to be rapidly reversed. The 
I nniskillin g Dragoons were 
ordered to leave for Belgium 


To uncover the mystery I 
went to the town of 
Enniskillen in Northern 
Ireland. I discovered that 
The Inniskilling Dragoons 
werequarteredatEnniskillen 
Castle centuries. The badge 
of the regiment also features 
a depiction of the castle. 

Inniskilling was the origi¬ 
nal name of the town - angli¬ 
cized from Irish meaning 
'Island of Kathleen', from 
which the regiment took its 


The 6th Inniskilling 
Dragoons was a cavalry regi¬ 
ment in the British Army, 
first raised in 1689. It saw 
service for three centuries, 
before being amalgamated 
into the5thRoyal Inniskilling 
Dragoon Guards) in 1922. 

As I dug deeper I discov¬
